$250,000,000, which latter Is 
as great rn the loss sustained by San 
Francisco In consequence of the earth­ 
quake and fire which devastated that 
city last April. 
A refugee who bas arrived at San­ 
tiago pfkces tho known dead at IOO 
and other messages indicate that the 
first reports of tho casualties were 
greatly exaggerated. 
Dispatches to 
the state department at Washington 
place 
the 
fatalities at

500. 
These conflicting statements cannot at 
♦ his time be adjusted. 
It Is evident 
that ( von yet confusion and panic pre­ 
vail at Valparaiso and until order Is 
restored it will J ig impossible to ascer­ 
tain with accuracy the loss to lit', and 
property. 
The dwellings in the city 
have bomi practically abandoned by 
the Inhabitants, who are existing as 
host they can In the plazas and streets 
of ’he city and adjacent hills, without 
shelter and with famine confronting 
them. 
Food is already scarce and 
high, water for drinking purposes la 
lacking, and disease is feared. 
The 
government Is doing all it 
can 
to 
bring relief. The crippling of the rail 
rends leading Into Valparaiso consti­ 
tutes a serious factor in tho situation. 
as for an indefinite period relief suji- 
plies con he obtained only through 
other means of transportation, tho s i 
beard affording the I-eat of these. 
At Rent Iago many of the hest pub­ 
lic buildings were wrecked. 
The loss 
of life there was augmented by the 
panic which seized the people, many 
of whom throw themselves from the 
balconies of their homes. 
The destructive force of the earth­ 
quake was experienced over a large 
extent of the country, many towns 
sustaining serious damage.

E a rth quak e s in Chile W e re V e r y N u ­ 
merous. 
Valparaiso, Chile, Aug. 20.—At 7:52 
o’clock last Thursday evening Valpa­ 
raiso experienced an 
earthquake of 
gre.it s e v e r i t y and during that night 
eight v t wo shocks were felt. 
Most of the buildings of the city 
either were ruined or damaged. 
The loss will be enormous, probably 
reaching $250,OOO,OOH. 
Two 
Thousand 
persons 
killed 
is 
considered to be a fair estimate of the 
casualties. 
Vina del Mar. three miles from Val­ 
paraiso and having a poppulation of 
over 10,000; Quirlhue, 225 miles to the 
southward, having a 
population 
of 
2,500: i-’allo, Llmacho, 15 miles to the 
northwest, with a population of 6,500; 
QuHlota, 25 miles to the northwest, 
with a population of 10,000, and vil­ 
lages all around were destroyed. 
Most of the damage was due to fire, 
which started Immediately after the 
first, shock. 
The w hole population Is Bleeping In 
the hills, the parks or the streets. 
Food Is very scarce. Milk costs two 
Chilean dollars a liter and It is al­ 
most impossible to obtain meat, even 
at high prices. 
The railroads are all destroyed. 
Rain, which began to fall lmino- 
diately after the first shock, stopped 
an hour afterward. 
The nights are very cold and windy, 
the people sleeping In the open are 
suffering greatly.

Aug. 2b.—-Plunging 
through a Hindi*.; wen Horn, at tho 
rate of forty-five miles an hour, a fast 
freight train on the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road crashed iiuo a work train at. Sang 
Hollow, killing seven Mid seriously In­ 
juring seven others < I the work train 
crew. Three of tho latter will probab­ 
ly die. None of the cr* w on the freight 
was injured. 
Tho work train had stopped at a 
wi.tor plug near Sana Hollow to take 
water. 
A Fort Wayne freight was fol­ 
lowing and because of tho driving rain 
the engineer was unable to Bee the 
work train until just before the crash 
Tim engineer of the freight Jumped 
and received injuries from which ho 
will die. 
The fireman remained en 
the engine and was uninjured. 
When 
the freight engine crashed Into the 
work train It plowed Its way through 
the ears. 
All of the laborers and oth­ 
ers of the work crew were asleep and 
those killed probably never knew they 
were struck. 
The cries of the wounded, the burn­ 
ing cars, the overturned engines and 
the sound of escaping steam combined 
to make a most horrible sight. 
The 
crew of the freight made an attempt 
to rescue the men from the cabin car, 
but owing to the condition of the 
wreck entrance was impossible, and it 
was hours before it was found out how' 
many were dead. 
Four 
men 
were 
dead when taken out. 
The others 
died after being taken to a hospital. 
It is reported that four others are 
In a dying condition. According to re­ 
ports Engineer S. N. Woods of the 
freight train had increased speed just 
before the crash that ho might take 
water from the water pans along the 
track. 
An investigtion will be made, 
it Is said. 
When news of the wreck reached 
this city two wreck crews were sent 
out. 
The conditions as described by 
members of these crews upon their 
arrival were appalling. 
Dead and dy­ 
ing were lying on the tranks, while 
some of the Injured were badging out 
of the windows of the cabin ear, cry­ 
ing for help and begging to be saved 
from the fire that had started In the 
wreck
